concept of the Church than that of an 
institution with which they must be 
affiliated ? 

Well, the explanation must be 


sought in the necessity which those 
Christian organizations, outside the 
|Catholic Church, are under of defend- 
ing themselves. It is clear, as every 
one who has the slightest acquaint- 
ance with history must know, that 
they cannot trace Apostolic succes- 
sion; that they have not, as organiza- 
tions, been in existence from the time 
of Christ; that they are not interna- 
tional; that they no longer teach many 
things which were formerly taught to 
people as a part of the Christian de- 
posit of faith. 

Practically the only ones who make 
any attempt at defending their or- 
ganizations as the historical Church 
are the Greeks and the Episcopalians 
in our country. But they number less 
that two per cent the population. 
Nearly all the other organizations 
maintain that the prime requisite is 
to be a Christian, and that one is a 
Christian if he is a God-fearing man.

the Catholic Church or none. 


Dr. Cadman, the radio minister, and 
formerly head of the Federal Council 
of Protestant Churches in America, 
is a man with liberal views and a man 
who, it seems, would like to be fair. 
But he approaches the historical 
Church in some such way as this: 
There is an historical Church, which 
has influenced the world for good, but 
which has never been identified with 
any particular ecclesiastical organiza- 
tion.

ONE OF LAST LETTERS 
MARSHAL FOCH WROTE 


Dublin. —A St. Patrick's Day mes- 
sage written by Marshall Foch during 
his last illness has just been delivered 
to the Irish Independent with the ap- 
proval of the great war hero's fam- 
ily. The Marshall had promised to 
write the message and had dictated

Today we will write about that 
gentle little bird, the Robin. 

Robins are so gentle and tame 
that they seem to build their 
nests and look for their food 
right near our homes. They do 
not go out in the wild woods like 
many other birds. On this ac- 
count, all children should be 
kind to the Robin. Robins seem 
to want us to watch over them, 
and protect them. 

A gees man who had a farm | 
found a Robin's nest on the high 
seat of his wagon. The farmer 
found another wagon to do his 
work with that spring, for he 
did not want to hurt the bird's 
little nest and eggs. 

The Robins carry soft mud in. 
their mouths and make a per- 
fectly round nest, about as big 
as a teacup. Then they go out 
early in the morning and pick 


' 


up the long, soft blades of 
grass, and put them on the in 
side of the nest. They gather 
this grass eatly, because the 
dew makes it easy to bend with 
out breaking it. These blades 
of straw and grass hold to- 


gether the mud, until it is hard 
enough to stand alone. The in 
side of the nest is then filled 
with soft cord and tiny pleces 
of cloth which the father 
mother birds look for 

Usually there are four pretty 
blue eggs laid in the nest. and 
the Robin keeps them warm fo: 
two weeks, and then the bab, 
robins begin to chirp. It is nice 
oe! children to put some dr\ 

read near the robin’s nest. to 
help feed the little birds. Of 
rourse, the mother robin wil] 
fuss and cry when 
near, but that 1s because she is 
anxious to protect her young 
birds. As a fact, the robins find 
enough worms and caterpillars 
to feed their young. 

The tiny robins leave the nest 
before they can fly, but aré 
watched by the parent

There is a story told about 
the robin’s red breast. It is 
said that when Jesus was hang- 
ing on the cross, dying, the big 
vultures, who eat the flesh of 
the dead, were flying high over 
the cross. The little robin flew 
to the cross and tried to pull 
out the nails before the big 
birds would come down. The 
Blood from the wounds of Jesus 
fell on the breast of the robin, 
and its breast has been red ever 
since.

God, and in three days buildest it 
up again, save Thyself; if Thou 
be the Son of God, come down 
from the cross.” 

These are terrible words to ad- 
dress to the Saviour of the world, 
yet they are not unlike those 
words which we hear fall from 
many pecs of the world, who 
either have lost the Faith or who 
never had it. They mock and 
blaspheme God, especially when 
affliction befalls them. It seems 
so strange that men, even some 
men who never once entered a 
church of any kind, who never 
saw a prayer-book or catechism, 
curse and blaspheme God, during 
life, at time of death, and such 
will be their wild and endless cry 
all through eternity. 

You older children, should not 
be led astray by the spirit of men 
of the world who know not God, 
when a person must swear in or- 
der to be forceful in speech, it is 
because that person is either ig- 
norant of his own good language 
or else the devil is speaking 
through his lips.

SOMEONE ASKED YOU 


How does a Catholic know 
what to believe? 

Tell the inquiring party that 
a Catholic is obliged to believe 
all that the Catholic Church be- 
lieves and teaches. This means 
that when the Catholic Church 
teaches that some one or more 
eertain doctrines of Faith or 
Morals must be accepted as 
True Doctrine, they must be ac- 
cepted. A Catholic is not al- 
lowed to doubt in matters of 
strict Faith; although he is al- 
lowed to discuss those subjects 
of religion which are open for 
discussion. For instance, he may 
question and discuss some his- 
torical matters about the lives 
of the Saints, and about the an- 
cient stories of persons and 
places connected with religion. 
He is not free to doubt the char- 
acter of one who has been for- 
mally canonized as a Saint. He 
may not doubt nor reject any 
matters placed by the Church 
before the Faithful as objects 
of Faith.

All the weaknesses 
of ma d show themselves by 
a disobedience to the laws of 
God or of nature. Hence, the 
Head of the Apostolic College, 
St. Peter, urges us to obey kings 
and governors, in all things ex- 
cept sin. 

We have so many beautiful 
examples of this, such as Mary 
and Joseph travelling to Bethle- 
hem to be enrolled; Jesus obey- 
ing the Roman Governor and 
even the Roman soldiers, when 
He could have swept millions of 
them into eternity by a mere 
wish or command. 

And you probably recall some 
of the early martyrs. They were 
soldiers in very high positions 
in the Roman army, and often 
went to battle and exposed their 
lives because their commanders 
so ordered. But these same 
brave men suffered cruel deaths 
at the hands of their own Gov- 
ernors, rather than fall down 
and adore false idols, or offer 
incense to Pagan gods. 

This seems to be the lesson 
St. Peter would teach us.
